"Much of our thought on the United
states shipping board Is now directed to
the operation of ships and the arousing
of the Amerlcsn people to the significance
of ships. This does not mean that we
are neglecting shipbuilding, of course,
That Is being carried on with even great-
er energy, and will never be permitted to
leg. The faster we build ships, however,
the more attention must be paid to op-

erating them. So, In devoting attention
to our merchant marine, we are simply
working out brosd, over sound policies.

"You will soon see our merchant ma-

rine emerging in the news. Ocean freight
rates for our ships are to be regulated on
Interstste commerce commission lines
this Is one of the shipping board's func-
tions tinder the law. when our founda-
tion has been worked out we shall make

again be brought tinder the spell of the
sea. Selling is nothing more then mak-
ing people see what your goods can do
for them, so our merchant fleet must bo
brought home to Americans everywhere
io terms of direct benefit.

AFFECT WEATHER
Washington, Aug. 30. "There

Is nothing In It," the United
States weather bureau an-
nounced today In reply to re-

peated inquiries as to whether
the war affects rainfall or any
other weather conditions.

The popular belief that con-

cussions, explosions and the lib-

eration of gases In the European
conflicts Is having an effect on
the weather, not only over the
battlefields, but elsewhere on
the globe Is only a fancy, said
the weather specialists.

Actual observations, made of-

ficially by several of the be-
lligerent governments, refutes
the idea of any effect of war on
weather, says the bureau.
